Grimes asked what I thought of McLeod. I told him I, of course, 
was not in a position to judge McLeod's work in the State Department; that at 
the time he left our service, he had a good record. 

Grimes also told me off-the-record and in confidence that 

I Lawrence Bunker, formerly Aide to General MacArthur, was coming to 
Washington on Tuesday afternoon, and that the General had been asked to 
consider himself under subpoena and the General was going to put the whole 
thing on the record about his conflict with the Defense establishment.

Mr. McLeod advised that he Plans to answer Chief Williamson’s 
letter acknowledging the receipt of it and stating that he is familiar 
with the matter in view of the publicity given the case in the New 
Hampshire newspapers.

It is also noted that Williamson 
recently appeared before the Committee of the State of New Hampshire 
Investigation into Subversive Activities and confessed that he was 
a former member of the Communist Party. Williamson is still Chief of 
Police at Milford, New Hampshire, but he is not on any 3ureau mailing 
list by name. However, Bureau Publications are sent to his department 
by title. A news despatch dated December 3* 1953* reflected that 
Williamson had been ousted from two police associations following 
his exposure as a former Communist. 

Mr. McLeod asked the Bureau to look over his answer to- 
Williamson to determine If the Bureau had any objections to the 
wording of his letter. 

COMMENTS ; 

Inasmuch ad Mr. McLeod's letter to 'Williamson states that 
he knew him to be a member of the Communist Party at the time he 
was appointed Chief of Police at Milford since he McLeod was an FBI 
Agent in that territory at -that time, plus the fact that Williamson 
did not cooperate with the FBI by revealing his oast activities, 
it would appear that McLeod is bringing the FBI into this controversy 
where it is not necessary. It is believed desirable to advise McLeod 
by Liaison that the Bureau feels that it should be left out of this 
matter completely. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

It is recommended that through Liaison the Bureau advise 
Mr. McLeod that any reference to the FBI should be deleted from his 
answer inasmuch as the FBI does not desire to be brought into this 
controversy.

McLeod was out of town and arrived back late in the afternoon 
of July 7, I called him and told him that three or four weeks ago we had heard 
a rumble on the Hill that he was being groomed for the next Director of the FBI; 
that we simply paid no attention to this; that, however, we had now been queried 
by a newspaperman, who had made inquiry as to whether the Director was going 
to resign in November; that the newspaperman had been told ^ve knew nothing of 
this and the news source stated he understood this was definitely said; that McLeod 
was slated to become the Director of the FBI; in fact, McLeod had had a big party 
on Monday where a group of his friends drank a toast to him. There was silence 
on the line and then McLeod started to protest that anything like this had happened. 
He stated the only thing he had heard was about a year ago that McLeod was be- 
ginning to act like the Director of the FBI the way he was taking over the State 
Department; that there was no toast of any kind to him at the party on Monday 
night; that it was not that kind of a party and that he had heard nothing whatsoever 
regarding this.
